authorized by resolution or ordinance (Constitution of the Tohono Q0’odham
Nation, Article VI, Section 1{(d)}(2)); and

the Department of Health and Human Services received the U.S. Department of
Health and Human Services Title VI Families First Coronavirus Response Act
Grant Award in the amount of $62,270.00 for the period of Marchk 20, 2020 to
September 30, 2021 for supportive services for coronavirus response efforts; and
the Department of Health and Human Services has prepared and submitted for
review and approval its FY 2021 Title VI Families First Coronavirus Response Act
Budget, which is incorporated by this reference, in the amount 0f$62,270.00 to be
Tunded by the Nation's general fund pending reimbursement from the U.S.
Deparitment of Health and Human Services; and

the Health and Huaman Services and Budget and Finance Committees have
reviewed the FY 2021 Department of Health and Human Services Title VI Families

First Coronavirus Response Act Budget and recommend its approval.
